own will. Besides the self-conscious, 
knowing, there is another element of our tite 
which is umconscious, spontancous, receptive. 
Such are our physical functions, and still higher 
is that of unconscious cerebration, such 4s 
thinking in our sleep or dreams, or the familiar 
experience of drowning persons, when all their 
past lives seem to flash through their minds in 
an instant. The idea was that the mind retains 
not the details and single impressions, but only 
the resultant of them; that it only retains what 
it has once used. In the somnambulistic state 
the brain carries on processes nominaliy done 
only by force of the will. In composition we 
often lay aside the pen and the brain flows on in 
uninterrupted thought. We coald not by effort 
construct or compose the best things which flow 
out of our mind. There is «constant tendency 
for things to pass from the conscious to the un- 
conscious state, and that which is repeatedly 
done by effort becomes at last spontaneous. 

In any art a man is not a master until he has 
passed beyond the stage of definite volition into 
the stage of spontancity. We forget rules be- 
cause we absorb them. The best pictures strike 
us as not being constructed, but as a growth 


seil- 


from within. So good style in writing must 
have ceased to be a definite recollection of 
rules. The teacher of elocution often strikes 


us as artificial in manner because he keeps his 
rules and methods in mind. ‘This is not the 
result of art but the visibility of art. We hear 
of the art which conceals art, but art becomes 
concealed by concealing itself and thus becom- 
ing latent. There is one’ thing which is as im- 
portant as to get training; that is, to forget it. 
Rules haye_ their uses, but they are the out- 
growth of experience, not its creator, as lan- 
guage came before grammar, reason before 
logic, or the star before astronomy. Before 
becoming uscful a man’s fearning must hecome 
assimilated in knowledge. All organic action 
appears to us more free than intended action. 
The sveech of an orator is not eloquert and 
does not carry us with it until it has carried 
him with it. This it ie which lifts mechanical 
work into artistic creation. Genius is but the 
happy organization which makes this recurrent 
and frequent. 

There are few men 80 well born but that they 
must pass through the stage of self-discipline. 
Virtue dves not become that goodness and holi- 
ness we love until the stage of discipline has 
passed and virtue becomes organic and sponta- 
neous. Perhaps this may be the truth in regard

LittLe KNOWLEDGE AND MUCH PRETENSION, 
FROM AN INTELLECTUAL STANDPOINT.—Do you 
know that spirit of depreciation of everything 
which does not produce money? Do you not 
see it in every third person you meet, that is, 
if you are much in the haunts of business men? 
Honorable exceptions there are—men who toil 
early and late that their children may have bet- 
ter education, better ‘‘chances” than they ever 
had; men who extend purse and hand to help 
onward literature, science and art. These men 
never sneer at what they do not understand. 
Would there were more! While the commun- 
ity is mourning the death of Prof. Agassiz, sor- 
rowing for the loss to science in America and 
the world; touched deeply, too, by the sudden 
going-out of his light while it was yet day, it is 
well to remember this gentle, child-like spirit as 
one that cared not for money in itself—only for 
what it would bring to bear upon the progress 
of the world in one of its most ennobling phases. 
Feeling this, it was hard to heara flippant young 
trader exclaim: ‘*What practical good did he 
everdo?” **Whatdid yowever do?” we should 
have been tempted to ask; |but a young lady, a 
friend of Agassiz, exclaimed in noble temper, 
“If you don’t know [Il not try to tell you!” 

As a nation we too much indulge ina very 
juvenile habit of passing judgment upon sub- 
jects of which we have not the slightest knowl- 
edge. Perhaps no one feels this more than the 
artist, and it is one of the hardest obstacles which 
he has to surmount. The finer the work of art, 
the less it is likely to be understood. ‘‘I pre- 
fer chromos to oil paintings because they feel 
smoother,” said a lady in a picture-store, patting 
affectionately the chromo, as if it had been some 
delicate article of dress. ‘‘I like pleasing col- 
ors,” said a man who had ordered a picture and 
was disappointed in its gray tones and quiet dis- 
tances; “haven't you something with a good 
deal ot red and yellow?”

Schools of design give sufficient employment to 
many women in France, Germany, England and 
America to-day. 
Eighty years ago Mary Wollstonecraft pub- 
lished her Vindication of the Rights of Woman. 
It was a book laid under ban as irreligious and 
immoral. Yet it consists simply of a torcible 
and logical plea for the higher education of wo- 
men, an exposure of the false sentimentality of 
Rousseau and Gregory, and a claim that mor- 
ality should mean the same thing ia both sexes. 
Half of her demand has been conceded, and 
the rest, if still denied, is not denounced. 
The questions of coéducation and of equal 
education attain more prosperous answers day 
by day. The question of wider employments 
is almost lost in concession. The question of 
wages, though far enough from fair solution, is 
debated by a whole community instead of by a 
handful of needy women. 
The question of suffrage alone seems not to 
command the public thought, and seems only. 
The churches pay a modern respect to the 
capacity, intelligence and business aptitude of 
women unknown before our day. The’Granges, 
Good Templars, and other powerful societies, 
recognize the eligibility of women to office and 
ballot within their organizations. Their™ tri- 
umphant election to school-boards, to commit- 
tees of public trust, to scientific directories, are 
premonitions of freer voice and vote in public 
affairs. 
For our own part we make no doubt that fe- 
male suffrage, the logical and inevitable resalt of 
the republican idea, will be conceded the mo- 
ment women make an organized demand for it. 
And we doubt whether the ballot ought to be- 
long to indifference. Certainly that experiment 
has worked ill chough in the hands of men. 
There is a Norwegian proverb which says 
that the Lord will surely come, though he may 
not come on horseback. The century which 
has transformed thirteen colonies into almost 
thrice so many sovercign States has fostered a 
more wonderful growth in the higher moral and 
social stature of women. Another hundred 
years will doubtless set the two sexes side-by- 
side, not teased by false distinctions of greater 
or less, but each finding serene and active com- 
pleteness in the other.—Christian Union.
